the interrupt, as specified in claims 1 and 18; 
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a Shared Arena for storing the thread associated with the previously received 
pacl<et before the processing of the intenrupt; wherein the Shared Arena is a 
communication mechanism between the packet priority level packet process and the 
interrupt priority handling process as specified in claim 13.
